It was her proximity to the 
earth that gave her astroa: ynical impor- 
tance. At the same time her position 
was unique among satellites. She was 
by far the largest in proportion to her 
planet of twenty or more satellites in 
the solar system, being one-cightieth 
the weight of the earth, while no other 


satellite exceeded one one-thousandth of 
the weight of its planet. 

In the peculiar motions taken by the 
moon there were certain elements 
which, the professor said, the law of
